Wilkes Barre, Sept. 8.—Two men yet unidenti- 


fied, but who were supposed to be non-union by 
the strikers' pickets at the Maltby mine, were 
shot down by strikers this morning. One was 
killed and the other was fatally wounded. The 
strikers' pickets saw them going toward the mine 
and fired shots to frighten the couple, but they 
moved on. Then the pickets fired in earnest and 
the strikers found they had shot two men of their 
own number, whom they had mistaken in the fog 
for non-unionists. The names of the victims are 
unknown. Officers are now after the shooters 
who fled to the woods. One victim had 30 bullet 
wounds, the other eight.

The 
telephone wires to the colliery have been cut and 
there is no communication with it now. All night 
the guards at the colliery were fired on.

Boynton, General A. P. Stewart, and 
Captatin J. P. Smart, members of ths 
Chickamauga park commission. Gen- 
eral A. W. Wyliif ililu Captaiu J. K. 
Sbippen. entered 
tlie carriage 
and 


welcomed tim to the city. The c.irs 
were 
in waiting, and after formal 


greetings the start for 
Ui«?
